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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments were not found 
persuasive. Applicant argues that the combination of Yamazaki and Ness fail to teach the use of biological membranes that are directly 
deposited on a coating of amine-presenting molecules. More specifically applicant argues that Biomolecules are structurally and 
functionally different from biological membranes. The Office does not necessarily agree with this position, as biological membranes such 
as lipids can be considered to be biomolecules. However, for the sake of argument, applicants position is acknowledged as there is no 
guarantee that the amine presenting molecules of Ness would necessarily bind to the lipid molecules of the lipid bilayer of Yamazaki. 
However, applicant is directed toward Yamazaki would teaches that biomolecules such as proteins are attached to the lipid bilayer 
(column 14, lines 65-67). The amine coating of Ness would therefore be capable of binding to these biomolecules, so therefore, 
applicant's arguments are not found persuasive. 
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
